Chair’s Remarks 


The Chair acknowledged the departure of his three Associate Deans; Dr. Terry 
Fancott, Associate Dean, Special Projects, for his 19 years of dedication and long 
service, Professor Louise Quesnel who served nine years as Associate Dean, 
External Affairs and Dr. Bill Lynch who served six remarkable years as Associate 
Dean, Student Academic Services. The Chair thanked Dr. Bob Paknys for his 
services as Interim Chair in the Department of Electrical and Computer 
Engineering. A round of applause was given. 


Dean Drew addressed to the council members that the GSSP policy has been 
revised following input received from various departments whereby given an 
option between the old SRT program and the new GSSP. 


An incentive was received from the Provost's office providing additional top-up 
for high caliber PhD students. The Dean’s plan is to raise 10 new PhD students 
plus 20 master and applied science students to get additional funding and raise 
weighted FTE enough to avoid budget cuts. He stated that this will provide an 
added $10,000 of the GSSP and $5,000 for the master applied science. Some 
members expressed concerns but Dean Drew stated that additional details on the 
topic will be passed on to Chairs and the graduate program directors. 


The Chair congratulated James Goggans and the ECA team for raising $20,000 
for the Montreal Children’s Hospital through their Annual Caring for Kids

pre-requisite, namely MECH 6111, while MECH 498C has no prerequisite. 


He further suggested that the proposal might lead to problems in the future 
when students, who had done the undergraduate slot course, which does not 
appear in the Calendar, would wish to take the "equivalent" graduate course. 


Other members of Council differed, saying that it wouldn’t be difficult 
maintaining records, which would resolve the last problem mentioned by Dr.
